Now, a strange thiog oceurred:
hore was an imperial army, sent
to eo-operate with the forces of
the Netherlands, but had orders
al the same time not to engage in
apy battle, It seems that the
French king had privately bought
Leopold's minister Lobkowitz into
I8 sarvice, and so the great un-
dertaking was frustrated. The
German army acting only on the
defeusive — Marshall Turenve
turned his forces into the Pala-
tinawe, laid waste the whole coun-
try, and burned every habitation
in his way, and that accomphsh-
oil, he erossed over into Francon-
1, and served that conntry in the
samae way. Theseacts brought
ahout a change in the imperial
court, minister Lobkowitz was
dismissed, and war declared up-
on France, The Elector of Bran.
denburg rushed to the assistance
of the Prince of Orange, and with
their combined lorces, withstood
Marshall Conde 1o the bloody bat-
tie of Senef, with such fortitude,
that the result was greatly in
favor afld to the hownor of the
Dutch and German forces. 1674,
About this time also, the Enghsh
Parliament inducec the king and
his ministers to put an end to the
Duteh war, which Tromp and
Ruyter the great Dutech sea he-
roe ., had earried on to such great
loss to England, and paid to the
Netherlands a nice sum of money
as an indemnity. Upon this fol-
lowed the battle of Sasshach,
where a cannon ball killed Mar-
shall Turenne, and the French
army retreated across the Rhine
river, to its left bank. WithTur.
enne the real spirtt of this great
campaignhad perished and Conde,

retired from active service, and
died ten years atterward. Butthe
Duteh had also sustained the loss
of the great De Ruyter, he being
killed in o sea battle against the
Freneh, at Messina, 10670.—
About this time Lows X1V, pur-
suaded Sweden (lus ally) to invade
the elector’s own state Branden-
burg, from thenorth(Pomerania),
This brought on the battle of
Fehrbellin, where the Swedes
were routed, and the city of Stet-
tin, and the greater purt of Pom-
erania came 1o the haods of the
elector. In the meantime, the
Duteh and Danish fleet, possess-
od themselves of Rugen and Goth-
land. 'These battles laid the
foundation of the greatness of
Prusia.

Aflter thns, the war was carried
on chiefly in the Netlierlands it
self, where Willinm IT1. who now
had been inaugurated as perina-
nent stadtholder (the office to be
hereditary m his family for ever)
withstood the much lurger forces
of the French commanded by
Luxemburg, Crequi, Shomburg,
Vanban and Catinat.

As William was now a hi.qzhl_g;'1
honored ruler, and a cowmander |
of high rank, his marriage to|
Mury, daughter of the Duke of
York, brother of Charles 11. king |
ol Englund was no sarprise.  As
this union bound Eogland and
the Netherlands closer to each |
other, it appeared that Kngland
wouid now really become an ally 1
of Orange, and thus imcrease the
the anemies of France, This pre.
pared the mind of Louis to seak
for peace, and put an end to the
war. Satisfying the Netherlandg
with concessions so that they Jaid
down their arms, Louis brought
about the *Peace of Nimeguin,"
in which the French gave back
to the Noetherlunds, all the con.
quered provioees, but Germany
and Spaiv suffered loss by the
agreement, Louis over-reachivg
them. The elector also had to
give back all conguered territory,
1679, . '
